New book good reading for weather. buffs 


"Eyes had never beheld the 
seas so high, so angry and cov- 
ered by foam. We were forced to 
keep out in this bloody ocean, 
seething like a pot of fire." 

Thats how Christopher 
Columbus described his first 
hurricane. It was July 16, 1494, 
and the Admiral was on his sec- 
ond voyage to the New World. 

His first exploration two years 
earlier was apparently hurri 
cane-free, but it's believed 
Columbus experienced his first 
true tropical cyclone on that sec- 
ond voyage. 

“Never did the sky look more 
terrible,” Columbus writes in a 
letter to Queen Isabella. “For one 
whole day and night (the sky) 
blazed like a furnace. The flash- 
es came with such fury and 
frightfulness that we thought all 
the ships would be blasted.” 

Colambus and his ships sur- 
vived. In fact, the Admiral would 
learn from his experience and 
actually predict a coming hurri- 
cane on his fourth and final voy- 
age in 1502. 

Columbus’ encounters with 
hurricanes is just one of hun- 
dreds of stories in the new book, 
Florida's Hurricane History

Drawing -on meteorological 
research, news reports, first-per- 
son accounts, maps and histori- 
cal photographs, Barnes traces 
all the notable hurricanes that 
have affected the Sunshine State 
since Columbus. 

Barnes provides a comprehen- 
sive chronology of more than one 
hundred individual storms, from 
the great hurricanes that swept 
away settlements and sank 
ships during the early colonial 
period, to the devastating hurri- 
canes of modern times, like 
Andrew and Opal. wu. 


Yet, Barnes’ book is more than 


| just facts and figures, it's full of 


fascinating stories about the peo- 


` ple of Florida and the devastat- 


ing storms that affected their 
lives. 

People like the 83-year-old 
Belle Glade woman, thought to 
have been killed by the. 1928 
hurricane, who was found alive 
in a steel washtub four days 
after the storm. Or the Miami 
man who shocked friends and 
relatives when he showed up at, 
his own funeral, alive and well, 
following the 1926 hurricane 
there. 

Most hurricane books tell you 
when the storm hit, how strong 
the winds were and how bad the 
damage turned out “to be. 
Florida's Hurricane History cov- 
ers the hits, runs and errors to, 
but what sets Barnes’ book apart 
from other technical descriptions 
is the human story behind these 
natural disasters. 

The Great Miami Hurricane of 
1926, for example, was not going 
to stop Ted Yates from getting 
married. During a lull in the 
storm, Ted donned a bathing suit 
and waded to the hotel where 
the wedding was scheduled to 


take place. His bride, also wear- 
ing a swimsuit, met him in the 
lobby where they were marrit 
while "Arnold Johnson and his 
famous. orchestra, clad in surf 
suits, played the wedding 
march”, 

One of my favorite stories is 
about Joe Anderson and bis gal- 
lant rescue during the 1933 
Treasure Coast hurricane. Joe 
and his friends decided to ride 
out the hurricane in a Stuart 
pub. When they emerged several. 
hours later, they spotted a col- 
lapsed figure in the street. 

Joe, a big, barrel-chested com- 
mercial fisherman, staggered 
through the driving rain and car- 
ried the injured person to safety. 
"Upon his return, Anderson's 
friends could only howl with 
laughter" writes Barnes, > 
“Mighty Joe has rescued a 250 
pound hog that had been washed 
into the street by the hurricane." 

Weather aficionados will like 
Florida's Hurricane History for 
its information on the basics of 
hurricane dynamics, formation, 
naming and forecasting. Anyone 
interested in a good story about 
Florida history will enjoy this. 
book; too.

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Giving birth is not 


You would think something 
So basic to human existence 
(| as childbirth would pretty 
much stay the same over the 
. years, but the medical experts 
keep changing the rules. 
When my father's mother 
(who had seven children) gave 
birth, she did it at home with 
the help of a-doctor or midwife 
— if they got there in time. In 
a small farming community in 
those days (my father, the 
youngest, was born in 1916), 
there wasn't any question of 
trying to.get her to a hospital. 
It was too far away and the 
available modes of transporta- 
tion were not exactly comfort- 
able for'a woman in labor. 
When my own mother had 
children. (in the time frame 
“between 1952 .and. 1962), she 
went to the hospital and 
stayed nearly a week. She had 
four children but does not 
remember much about it. In 
those days, women were given 
anesthesia known as "twilight 
sleep.” This of course was 
harder on the babies, who 
sometimes had to be pulled 
out with forceps. But the doc- 
tors thought this preferable to. 
letting the women go through 
the painful experience on their

My experiences were proba- 
bly much closer to that of my 
grandmother than my mother, 
since I-had natural childbirth 
both times without the benefit. 
of any painkillers. - 

The more things change, the 
more they stay the same. 

There are, of course, some 
différences. 

There's a lot of technology 
involved in delivering babies. 
these days: When I went into 
labor, the nurses hooked me 
up to two monitors. One kept 
track of.the baby's heartbeat. 
The other monitored the con- 
tractions, rating them in 
strength. My husband dubbed 
it the “electric pain-o-meter". 
He watched it intently, telling 
me when I was having a con- 
traction, until I informed him 
in no uncertain terms that I 
didn't need anyone to tell me 
when I was having a contrac- 
tion; I could figure that out all 
by myself without the help of a 
machine. 

The nurse also put on an 


automatic blood pressure 


monitor, which would inflate 
and take my blood pressure at 
regular intervals. 

And, just in case I got bored, 
there.was a miniature televi- 
Sion set attached to the deliv- 
ery room bed. 

These devices became prob- 
lems before the actual deliv- 
ery. 

My daughter was allowed to 
stay in the room right up until 
the actual delivery of the baby. 
At first, she was very atten- 
tive, holding my hand, but 
soon got a little bored and so I 
turned оп? the television for 
her. When things didn't move 
along very fast, my spouse got 
a little bored as well, and he 
started channel surfing. (After 
all, he had discovered that he 
wasn't needed to inform me 
when the contractions were 
coming.) At one point, both my 
husband and my daughter 
tried to change the channel at 
the same time and one of them 
accidentally hit the computer 
keyboard for the medical mon- 
itors. The screen froze and my 
husband could not figure out 
which key or keys had been hit 
or how to undo the damage.

kind of time warp.

Explaining heartburn and reflux 


Heartburn and reflux are 
extremely common, with 10- 
1596 of the population and 2596 
of pregnant women experienc- 
ing them daily. Even though 


heartburn is common, it is 
rarely life-threatening. 
Heartburn, occurs when 


stomach acid flows backwards 
(regurgitates) into the esopha- 
\ gus. This is felt as a burning 
sensation or pain behind the 
‘breastbone. An antacid or milk 
temporarily relieves heart- 
burn for most people. 
The regurgitation of stomach 
" contents into the esophagus is 
prevented by a muscle which 
is at the junction of the esoph- 
agus and stomach. When this 
‘lower esophageal sphincter 
(LES) is too weak to stay com- 
pletely closed, reflux of stom- 
ach content occurs. 
Some factors that contribute

to lowering the LES: pressure 
are cigarette smoking, fatty 
foods, chocolate, coffee, citrus 
fruits and juices, peppermint, 
pregnancy, lying flat, hiatal 
hernia and certain medica- 
tions. 

There are various ways to 
diagnose heartburn: 


* Upper GI Endoscopy - A 
very flexible, lighted tube is 
inserted into the mouth and 
advanced into the esophagus 
and stomach, enabling visual- 
ization of the lining. 

* Upper GI Series - The 
patient drinks a white, chalky 
liquid (barium) and x-rays are 
taken. Note: With this test, the 
lining of the esophagus and 
stomach cannot, be visualizes, 
nor can small ulcers. 

* Esophageal Manometry 
= This test méasures the pres- 
sure within the esophagus and 
the lower esophageal sphinc- 
ter. 

Some of the complications 
caused by chronic acid reflux 
are: 

* Chronic bleeding and ane- 
mia. 

* Scar formation with nar- 
rowing of the esophagus; caus- 


ing difficulty in swallowing. 

* Barrett's esophagus, a con- 
dition of the stomach lining 
growing into the esophagus. 
Ten percent of these cases 
develop cancer. 

* Lung problems such as 
wheezing, bronchitis, pneumó- 
nia and sometimes asthma can 
be mimicked. 

Treatment can be as simple 
as lifestyle- modifications, 
especially weight reduction or 
eating small meals; avoiding 
tobacco, fatty foods, alcohol, 
coffee, chocolate, peppermint, 
etc. - 

If symptoms persist, medica- 
tions which reduce acid pro- 
duction in the stomach may be" 
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what it used to be 


er to be born, my daughter 
wanted to know if she could go 
look at babies in the nursery. I 
envisioned a big room with 
babies and people looking at 
them through a window, like 
on television. Rachel herself 
spent a night in such a ho$pi- 
tal nursery as a newborn, But 
we were told that the hospital 
had no such nursery now. 
Unless they need special care, 
the babies all stay in their 
mothers' rooms. 

Another change that has 
been in the news lately, is the 
advice to put babies to sleep 
on their backs. At the hospital, 
I was given a colorful “Back To 
Sleep” pamphlet, explaining 


that new research has shown , 


that placing babies on their 
backs can help reduce the 
chances of Sudden Infant 
Death. Syndrome  (SIDS), 
sometimes called “crib death." 
Seven years ago. doctors 
advised placing infants: on 
their sides to sleep, and even 
rolled up blankets to help prop 
them up. Ánd before that, 
some advised placing them on 
their stomachs, in case the 
baby threw up. But now “Back 
To Sleep" is the prevailing rec- 
ommendation, based on 


research which indicates that 
SIDS is caused by breathing 
problems due to a baby's 
immature system. Placing 
them on their backs makes it 
easier for them to breathe, 
according.to the researchers. 

I also learned that. doctors 
no longer advise giving water 
to newborns who are breast- 
fed. In 1991, the same hospital 
gave me little bottles of water 
to.feed my daughter after or 
between nursings. Now they 
say giving a bottle of water 
might confuse the infant. Per- 
sonally, I think even: a new- 
born can tell the différence 
between plain water and his 
dinner; I don't know: anyone 
who had trouble getting a 
baby to nurse after giving him 
water in a bottle. Parents of 


"newborns should probably 


check with their own pediatri- 
cians about whether or'not to , 
offer the baby a bottle of 
water. 

I wonder if five or ten years 
from now doctors will be giv- 
ing new mothers still different 
advice. The human race has 
survived this long; somehow I 
think we'll continue to keep 
having babies, with or without 
the latest recommendations.

Before your little ghouls and goblins take off 
for trick-or-treating, be sure to safeguard them 
against some Halloween hazards. 

The safest way to enjoy Halloween is to con- 
sider trick-or-treating at a shopping mall or 
attending a school, church, or community party 
or other organized event. However, if your chil- 
dren are going house to house collecting candy, 
the Florida College of Emergency Physicians 
has some important tips to help keep them safe. 

“Serous injuries that occur on Halloween 
night may include burns from flammable cos- 
tumes; collisions with cars and eye abrasions 
from sharp objects," said Dr. David Vukich, 
president of the Florida College of Emergency 
Physicians. "To help prevent a trip to the emer- 
gency department, make sure that little trick- 
or-treaters are always accompanied by an adult 
and that older children know when to be home, 
where to reach an adult and have plenty of 
quarters to call home.” ie 

Here are additional safety tips from the Flori- 
da College of Emergency Physicians: 3 

* Trick-or-treat in your neighborhood where. 
you know the neighbors. Don't go to unfamiliar 
going during daylight 
hours. " 

* Only visit homes with.decorations and 
porch lights on. + 

* Insist that children show you all their good- 
ies before they sample them. aspect candy for 
tampering, and never eat fruit; 
items, or candy not in its original wrapper. 

* Have children wear costumes withalight, 
bright colors that will be clearly visible to 
motorists; attach reflective tape to increase visi-

bility at night. 

* Make sure that costunies - including wigs, 
masks, and beards - are flame-resistant, and 
remind children to stay away from open flames 
from candles and Jack O'Lanterns. 

* Make sure that masks do not impair vision. 

* Avoid costumes with big, baggy sleeves; bil- 
lowing skirts; or long, dragging hems that could 
cause someone to trip. 

* Make sure that swords, knives, and other 
costumes accessories are made out of flexible 
material. 

* Make sure trick-or-treaters wear sturdy, 
well-fitting shoes. High heels can cause acci- 
dents for those'not used to wearing them. 

* Remind children' to walk on the sidewalks, 
not the streets, and to be careful crossing the 


streets. re 
* Remind children never to accept rides from 
strangers. . 


* Remind children always to be polite; to say 
"thank you" when they get candy, even if it's not 
the kind they like; and to let little kids gó first. 

Due to the fact that the encephalitis virus has 
been found in Palm Beach County, precautions 
should be taken to decrease mosquito bites.

Court upholds District's authority to 
levy Everglades Funding Tax 


A lawsuit that would have 
kept the South Florida Water 
Management District from 

hassessing a tenth of a mill for 
funding. the Everglades 
cleanup has been dismissed by 
the Ninth Judicial Circuit 
Court in Orlando. The suit was 
filed in late 1997 after the 
"Florida State Supreme, Court 
rüled Amendment 5, the so- 
called “Polluter Pays" amend- 

ument, was not self-executing 
and therefore needs a new law 
from the state legislature to 
make it work. 

Unhappy with that decision, 
environmentalists Mary Bar-

* Aquifer Storage and 
Recovery (ASR). This technol- 
ogy allows for excess surface 
water to be pumped into the 

(4 aquifer, where the freshwater 
forms a bubble on top of the 
brackish deep aquifer water, 
storing the freshwater for 
future use. With the use of cur- 
rent technology, it is estimated 
that about 70 percent of the 
water pumped into these wells 
can be recovered. The Restudy 

(4 proposes 200 ASR wells to be 
installed around-the perimeter 
of Lake Okeechobee. These 
wells will provide additional 
regional water storage, which 
will not be susceptible to losses 
due to evaportranspiration, and 
does not require large areas of 
land to be taken out of agricul- 

(4 tural production. This will help 
meet several goals for the area, 
including the maintenance of 
the existing flood protection 
levels in the EAA, allow for bet- 
ter management of the lake's 
littoral zone by storing excess 
lake water in the ASR wells, 
and will increase the lake's 
water storage capability to bet- 
ter meet regional water supply 


demands for agriculture, lower 
east coast urban áreas, and the 
Everglades. 

* Pump Station G-404. The 
capacity of this pump station 
will be doubled from 1,000 to 
2,000 cubic feet per second, to 
pump the maximum water pos- 
sible across the Miami Canal 
and through a series of canals 
to the northwest corner of 
Water Conservation Area 3A. 
this will aid in restoration of 
sheetflow to the Everglades. 

* Storage Reservoir. A 
Storage reservoir is recom- 
mended to be built in the EAA 
to meet supplementary agricul- 
tural water supply needs and 
increase flood protection for the 
EAA, improve the timing of 
water deliveries to the Water 
Conservation Areas, and.to 
reduce Lake Okeechobee water 
releases to the St. Lucie and 
Caloosahatchee estuaries. The 
Storage reservoir capacity will 
be achieved by tripling the size 
- or conveyance capacity - of the 
northern reaches of the Miami 
and North New River canals in 
the EAA. The reservoir will be 
divided into three 20,000-acre 
components. One will be used 
to meet EAA irrigation 
demands only.

Through improved storage 
capability, such as storing 
water in reservoirs and under- 
ground via aquifer storage and 
recovery as described above, it's 
possible to increase the amount 
of fresh water available. 

“We are looking for the best 
ways to increase the water sup- 
ply for the EAA and the rest of 
South Florida,” reported Stu 
Appelbaum, chief of the ecosys- 
tem restoration section of the 
Corps of Engineers.
